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Rev. Donald B. Sheley 
is the Associate Pastor 
of Glad Tidings Temple 
in San Francisco and is 
serving on the Youth 
and Visitation Follow- 
up committees of the 
Billy Graham Crusade. 
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and sang the song — a product of his 
own musical pen — ‘T’d Rather Have 
Jesus. The service proceeded, there 
seemed to settle down over the audi- 
ence a solemn awareness of the pres- 
ence of the Holy Spirit. As the choir 
sang the beautiful hymn — “How 
Great Thou Art” — one could not help 
but feel that he was about to see and 
witness a miracle of love and grace. 
Without being noticed by the congre- 
gation, Mr. Graham had slipped into 
his chair on the platform, As the 
words of the chorus — “then sings my 
soul, my Saviour God to Thee” — had 
faded out slowly, Billy Graham walk- 
ed to the pulpit and immediately ask- 
ed every head to be bowed in prayer. 

Without extravagant introduction, 
Billy Graham started his message 
with his familiar phrase “The Bible 
says. 
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% s the rising sun casts its first 
: dawning rays down on the 
; waking humanity of the 
greater San Francisco Bay Area, there 
‘raises a question in the heart of every 
believing Christian — “What will God 
do today in this great revival?” 

In answer to the prayers of faithful 
‘Christians in 109 countries of the 
‘world, God is pouring upon the San 
Francisco Bay Area, a heaven-sent 
revival. Men, women, boys and girls 
are finding Him, Whom to find is 
Life Eternal. 

April 27, 1958 is a day that will 
never be forgotten in hearts of 25,000 
Christians. It was the opening day of 
the Billy Graham Crusade in the Cow 
Palace at San Francisco. For many, 
many months much planning had 
gone into the formulation and or- 
ganization of this great evangelistic 
‘endeavor. Endless hours of confer- 
ences, appointments, letter writing, 
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evangelical congregations aware of 
this great event. At two o'clock on 
that beautiful Sunday afternoon, the 
converted arena began to fill up. 
2:45 — no standing room remained 
with 2,000 people on the outside 
wishing they had been a little earlier. 
Cars, a stream six miles long, were 
turned away from the parking en- 
trance. This was the beginning of the 
Crusade and a long prayed-for re- 
vival. 

3:00 P. M. — the service began! 
Cliff Barrows, the song leader for the 
team, reverently stepped to his music 
stand, signaled the 2500 voice choir, 
the organ hit the chord, and the words 
of the beloved hymn of the church— 
‘Blessed Assurance’ echoed their way 
deep into the soul of every one pres- 
ent. The congregation of 18,000 was 
invited to sing a couple of old gospel 
hymns from the Crusade Song Book 
led by Mr. Barrows. Without intro- 
duction Mr. George Beverly Shea 
quietly approached the microphones, 


Throughout his message, Dr. 
Graham reminded the hushed 
audience of the awfulness of sin, and 
the only answer to man’s social and 
religious problems. Frequently, he 
would step to the front of the small 
platform and urge every person to 
surrender their lives to Christ, and 
make Him the Lord and Master of 
their hearts. His message completed, 
without a tear-jerking, emotional up- 
setting story, Rev. Graham invited 
every one to bow at the foot of the 
Cross and accept Christ as the Sav- 
iour of their eternity bound soul. Ten 
seconds passed, the audience seemed 
unmoved. Twenty seconds, and now 
the Christians were praying to God 
from the sanctuary of their souls for 
the miracle of love and grace to tran- 
spire before their eyes. Thirty sec- 
onds, and the crowd began to move! 
One hundred, now two hundred, then 
three hundred, but this was only the 
beginning. In two minutes the aisles 
were full, hundreds were standing 
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in front of the platform. God was an- 
swering prayer! The revival had be- 
gun. 
Two weeks have passed by and 
each night the Cow Palace has turned 
into a virtual lighthouse for souls who 
have tossed on the sea of life without 
purpose, goal or God. In the first 
fourteen services, 7,605 men, women, 
boys and girls, have made decisions 
for Christ. At the same time in the 
‘New York Crusade, there were 8,733 
_ decisions registered. Over 218,000 
have attended the first two weeks of 
the Revival. On three occasions, Mr. 
Graham has had to speak to overflow 
crowds. 

But the services at the Cow Palace 
are only one phase of this great Cru- 
sade! Every morning of the week, at 
10:00 A. M. over KGO, the team con- 
ducts a fifteen minute radio program. 
This is of devotional nature inspiring 
the listeners to greater faith in God 
for a “revival in our time.” At this 
same hour of the day, over 2500 pray- 
er groups are meeting in different 
homes of the city, with six to twenty 
in attendance, praying for the souls 
of lost humanity. Every evening at 
10:30, thousands of television sets 
click their way to Channel 7, and the 

“Crusade Report” is given. A song by 
George Beverly Shea, a_ personal 
testimony by a special guest, and then 
a telephone number is given for those 
to call who are in need of spiritual 
help and counsel. Each evening, ap- 
proximately forty or fifty calls clog 
the fourteen telephone lines to the 
Crusade Office. Many pray the prayer 
of the repentant heart over the tele- 
phone and testify to the marvelous 
love and forgiveness of God. In many 
cases, these calls have been followed 
up with personal visits by local min- 
isters with thrilling results. This phase 
of the Crusade alone will leave tokens 
of His grace and love for time and 
eternity. 

Assisting Billy Graham in this great 
evangelistic project are a number of 
gifted, talented men in the different 
fields of evangelism. Since a “Youth 
for Christ” rally in Ashville, North 
Carolina in 1945 when he began lead- 
ing singing for Evangelist Billy Gra- 
ham “almost by accident,” Cliff Bar- 
rows has been teamed with Mr. Gra- 
ham in an evangelistic ministry that 
has taken him into every State in 
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America, into Canada and across the 
waters to some foreign countries. 
More than just a genial song leader, 
Cliff is actually in charge of the en- 
tire meeting until the moment when 
Billy Graham begins his message. 
Planning the program so the interest 
never lags, Cliff moves the opening 
songs, introductions and announce- 
ments along rapidly after the meet- 
ing begins. In that 40 minutes Cliff 
Barrows has made every one in the 
usually vast audience feel at ease. For 
Cliff it has been a long but enjoyable 
way from the Christian home in 
Ceres, California, where he gave his 
life to God’s service, through the mo- 
mentous Youth for Christ rally where 
he met Billy Graham, to the great 
present-day campaigns which have 
girdled the world. 

Another of the Billy Graham Team 
is George Beverly Shea. Mr. Shea is 
probably America’s best known and 
best loved Gospel singer today. Heard 
in evangelistic meetings across this 
country, in Canada and throughout 
Great Britain, over several radio pro- 
grams, including the radio network 
programs “Club Time” and the “Hour 
of Decision,” on countless phonograph 
records including new releases by 
RCA Victor, and in concert appear- 
ances in the major cities of America, 
the name of “Bev” Shea has become 
a synonym for a reverent treatment 
of the favorite old Gospel hymns, Mr. 
Shea has been with the team since 
1947, 

When Dr. Billy Graham realized 
the need for the important ministry 
of an associate Evangelist to share in 
the intensive work of the great city- 
wide campaigns before him, he turn- 
ed to his boyhood friend, the Rev. 
Grady Wilson. Like Mr. Graham, 
Grady was born and reared in Char- 
lotte, North Carolina. He was con- 
verted along with Billy during an 
evangelistic campaign conduncted in 
Charlotte by Evangelist Mordecai 
Ham. He was graduated from Wheat- 
on College, Illinois, During the Cru- 
sade days, Mr. Wilson speaks at 
schools, churches and civic organiza- 
tions, sharing with others of the Team 
in these extension meetings. 

It was in 1950 that Tedd Smith, 
pianist and director of music at Ave- 
nue Road Church, Toronto, Canada, 
and for Toronto ‘Youth for Christ, 


resigned his position in order to join 
the Billy Graham Evangelistic Team. 
His work is with Cliff Barrows in the 
musical ministry of the team. 

Mr. Lorin Whitney of Glendale, 
California, joined the Crusade Team 
as organist for the San Francisco Cru- 
sade and will continue as a regular 
member of the group. Many will re- 
member Mr. Whitney as the organist 
for the “Haven of Rest” radio broad- 
cast for twenty-four years, Lorin 
Whitney’s inspiring interpretations of 
Gospel hymns have enriched the lives 
and hearts of many across our beloved 
land of America. 

One of the thrilling things about 
the Crusade is the exceptionally fine 
coverage given it by the local news- 
papers. They ‘have been most cordial 


in their attitudes and interpretations — 


of the services of the Crusade. This 


in itself is a real answer to prayer. As 
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The vast audience of 16,500 people. 


many remember, the newspapers of 
New York City were quite hostile in 

their write-ups at the beginning of 

that very successful crusade. But as Hundreds come forward in quiet sincerity. 
the services and the Spirit of God mel- 
lowed the hearts of the news report- 

ers, so mellowed the newspaper pub- 
licity in that city. One or two of the 
large local newspapers have given day 

by day reports of the services and 
some points of highlight in the mes- 
sages delivered by Mr. Graham. The 
Oakland Tribune with Mr. Bill Rose 

as Religious Editor has been most 
generous and kind in its day by day 
reporting of the meetings.

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TNO JOIN or “not to join” is the 
4 question that puzzles many to- 
‘day. Two basic truths must be under- 
‘stood: First: Church membership 
‘does not save. Second: Church mem- 
‘bership is no guarantee of happiness 
ither here or hereafter. 

_ An examination of New Testament 
‘scriptures will show specific numbers 
‘in the church. Acts 1:15, 2:41; 5:18. 
Christ’s church is a definite body. So 
efinite that we may know just what 
‘members compose it, where the 
‘church meets, when the services are 
conducted. Excuses for not joining 
the church comes within two divis- 
ions. Those relating to the church. 
Those which relate to self. 

_ We must distinguish between “uni- 
versal” and “local;” “Visible” and 
“Tnvisible;” “Militant” and “Triumph- 
ant” church. Two extremes persist 
concerning the church. The Roman 
system exalts the ‘Visible’ church 
thus making membership in it essen- 
tial to salvation. An extreme in Pro- 
estantism is the over-emphasis on 
the “Invisible” church to the minimiz- 
ing or exclusion of all external organ- 
ization. Both must be avoided. 

_ “I do not believe in denominations” 
'we hear someone say. Not only was 
‘the New Testament church a denom- 
ination but it also had denomination- 
‘al headquarters at Jerusalem and a 
branch in Antioch. Policies and pro- 
cedures; doctrine and discipline is- 
ee forth from Jerusalem headquar- 
‘ters, 

_ “There are too many hypocrites in 
church!” Admitedly, one hypo- 
e is too many. First century chris- 
ns showed signs of bigotry; imper- 
zeal; errors in judgment; incon- 
ncies; selfish ambition. Beware! 


those who clamor for the past, 
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Church is not necessary, why 


venerating the distance but underrat- 
ing the present. 3 

“I can live a christian life outside 
the church” excuses others. Yes it is 
possible — it is something like being: 
A student who'will not go to school; 
A soldier who will not join the army; 
A citizen who does not pay taxes or 
vote; An explorer with no base camp; 
An author without readers; a parent 
without a family; a football player 
without a team; a politician who is 
a hermit; a bee without a hive. If the 
church is not necessary, why did 
Christ die to establish it? 

Why join the church? There are 
worthy and unworthy motives. There 
may be a combination of selfish, so- 
cial and spiritual motives. A person 
may acquire desirable acquaintances 
elsewhere; receive instruction in other 
institutions; other organizations may 
afford social attraction and intellect- 
ual stimulus. No other institution has 
been dedicated to the spiritual needs 
of man. The need for God is universal 
therefore the need of the church is 
universal. Why join the church? Be- 
cause I recognize the church’s divine 
origin. It was founded by Christ; 
blessed by God, guided by the Holy 
Spirit and “The Gates of hell cannot 
prevail against it.” 

What does the church stand for? 
It stands for the highest and best. It 
is the exponent of truth and righteous- 
ness and calls for social equality and 
justice for all mankind. 

Because by joining the church the 
organization is strengthened. You 
would not want to live in a commun- 
ity without a church. If I refuse to 
unite with the church and support it’s 
ministeries, there may be no church. 
Church membership is made up of 
an aggregation of units and each unit

tion. 

The church affords me the greatest 
opportunity for christian service. 
is the one institution that has a sure 
solution for modern problems. The 
difference is membership and non- 
membership is the difference between 
fighting in the ranks of a trained and 
disciplined army and carrying on a 
guerilla warfare. 

Because I need the fellowship that 
I can only find in the church, The 


best people in the community belong — 


to the church. A man is known by the 


company he keeps. The “Security of — 
Belonging” is basic and essential to — 


all of us. 


It is selfish and wrong for me to 
expect the benefits of the church if 


I refuse to join and sustain it. If every- 


one felt that church membership was 
unimportant, how long would the 
church survive? Dr. Daniel A. Poling, 
among his reasons “Why Join The 


Church” writes: “I ought to belong — 


to the church because of the strong 
men in it who need reinforcing; the 
weak men in it who need encourag- 
ing; the rascals in it who need rebuk- 
ing. If I say that I am not good 
enough my humility recommends 
me. If I sit in the seat of the scornful 
my inactivity condemns me.” it is well 
te always remember! My church: It 
is composed of people like me. We 
make it what it is. It will be friendly, 
if I am. It’s pews will be filled, if I 
help fill them. It will do great work, 
if I work. It will make generous gifts 
to many causes, if I am a generous 
giver. Therefore, with the help of 
God, I shall dedicate myself to the 
task of being all of the things that I 
want my church to be, 
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= Seeketh thou great things for thyself? seek them not: 
BS for, behold, I will bring evil upon all flesh, saith the 
ES Lord: but thy life will I give unto thee for a prey 
Bat: in all places whither thou goest. (Jer. 45:5). 


|B THE MIDST of weighty prophecies concerning 
great nations, we find a whole chapter devoted to 
a young man named Baruch. It is a short chapter, 
having only five verses, but it contains a choice mes- 
sage; and it comforts my heart to know that I have 
a God who is interested in individuals and can speak 
to us individually. 


Baruch was Jeremiah’s scribe—or, to use the mod- 
ern term, his private secretary. He must have been 
gifted, cultured, and competent. He was able to take 
down (in some kind of shorthand, I suppose) the 
burning messages that the Holy Ghost inspired the 
prophet to utter. When I read some of those messages 
I imagine they gushed out in a torrent of words, and 
Baruch must have been no poor stenographer to be 
able to take down those messages and transcribe 
them! Not only was he gifted, but he was courageous; 
for when Jeremiah was shut up in prison and could 
not utter his unpopular message before the king, and 
the princes, and the people, Baruch took the prophet’s 
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message to a focal point of public life and there read 
it to all the people. It takes courage to face the scowls 
of unfriendly crowds and faithfully give them the 


message from the Lord. see 

But there is another quality of Baruch’s character 
which particularly concerns us, and that is his am- 
bition. “Seekest thou great things for thyself?” said 
the prophet. The young man was ambitious, and 
Jeremiah—and the God of Jeremiah—knew it. Shrewd 
old Jeremiah knew his young scribe; he loved him, 
admired him, and fully appreciated all his fine qual- 


ities; but possibly he saw combined with all these 


an ambition so strong that he feared it might be his 
ruination. 

For a few minutes, let us consider this thing call- 
ed ambition. We will say frankly that ambition in it- 
self is a good thing. It is a driving power and it is 
absolutely necessary. I'm glad if you have some am- 
bition. If you hadn’t you would be so insipid you'd 
get nowhere at all. I believe Paul was ambitious. He 
wrote, in Phil. 3:14, “I press toward the mark for the 
prize...” Isnt that ambition? Isn't that driving 
power? Yes, there is a place for ambition if it is sanc- 
tified. 

On the other hand, there is deadly danger in am- 


bition when it is put to the wrong use. It is all right 
to seek great things. In chapter 83 the Lord had 
spoken through Jeremiah saying, “Call unto Me, and 
I will answer thee, and show thee great and mighty 
things, which thou knowest not.” But here in chapter 
45 He says, “Seekest thou great things for thyself? 
seek them not.” Notice the qualification, “for thyself.” 
It is that which makes ambition so dangerous. I charge 
you, as I charge my own soul before God let us seek 
great things for the gospel, let us seek great things 
in all realms of the spiritual life; but let us not be 
ambitious for selfish purposes. 

Selfish ambition is ruthless. Selfish ambition can 
turn a man into a Napoleon; and even in the Lord’s 
work personal ambition can drive us to cruel, carnal 


scheming. “Get out of my way—I'm climbing! Nothing - 
must stop me—I'm going up that ladder!” That is the 


spirit, though of course we don’t use such crude. lan- 
guage. We cover it up with a lot of sugary, hypo- 
critical words, and say, “Dear Brother, I’m-so sorry 
to have to. . . . ” or “My precious sister, it hurts me 


to do this, but. . . ” Did you know that there is such 


a thing as “politics” in the church? Pulling wires to 
get position. Scheming for personal advancement. 


Elbowing others out of the way. Oh, selfish ambition 4 
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is a deadly thing. It will enslave you 
if you let it gain a hold in your heart. 
But, thank God, ambition is a bless- 
‘ing if it is sanctified and submitted 
o Him. Be a bond-slave of the Lord 
Jesus Christ, be filled with His bless- 


_ ed Spirit, and your ambition will not 


ruin you. Instead it will keep you 
_ pressing on to God’s highest and best. 


I am thinking of those two am- 


_ bitious brothers in the disciple band, 
_ and their yet more ambitious mother. 
_ It amuses me to think of two husky 
_ fishermen like James and John hold- 


_ing back and letting their mamma ask 


a favour for them. I think they must 


_ have felt a bit ashamed for being so 


_ ambitious, or they would have done 
their own caters “What is your re- 


- quest?” Jesus as 


ed, and she answer- 


ed, “It’s just a little thing, Lord; just 


let these two sons of mine have the 


_ two best places in the kingdom! 
_ Grant that the one may sit Thy right 
_ hand, and the other on Thy ieft!”

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As they looked at Him, they heard

baptized with?” That is*His word to 
all ambitious people! I am amazed 
at their e answer. e are

_ they wanted to reign with Him. James 


_ became a martyr, the first of them all 
to give his life for Christ’s sake; while 
_ John became, at the end of a long, 
_ rich life, a spiritual father. I’m glad 
_ that ambition, when it is sanctified 
- and God-controlled, can bring us 
_ fathers and mothers in the maturity 
_ of their years. God give us more in 


our assemblies. It is. still true that we 
have ten thousand instructors in 


_ Christ, but not many fathers. 


Having said that, I want to turn 
from a consideration of the young 
man himself to some thoughts con- 
cerning the time in which he lived. 
Baruch’s day was  over-shadowed 
with heavy, threatening clouds. God 
said to him, “Behold, that which I 
have built will I break down, and 
that which I have planted I will 
pluck up, even this whole land. And 


~ seekest thou great things for thyself? 


seek them not: For, behold, I will 
bring evil upon all flesh, saith the 


_ Lord.” The clouds were hanging low- 
_ er and lower. The captivity was only 
_ twenty years away. There were only 


twenty years of freedom left, and 
_ then the iron curtain was destined to 
_eome down for seventy years.

These words were spoken to Ba- 
ruch in the very days when that wick- 
ed king had taken a knife, ripped the 
parchment of God’s Word into 
shreads, and burned it in the fireplace 
of the winter palace—one of the most 
reckless, insane acts of history. When 
rulers do such things to the Word of 
God, you can expect judgment to fall. 
So the clouds were thickening — and, 
for. my part, I see a striking and omin- 
ous parallel between those days of 
Baruch and the days in which we are 
living. This is not a day of sunshine 
and security. Threatening clouds are 
everywhere; the whole world is over- 
shadowed. 

We must face the situation. Pente- 
cost is not a means of escape; it is an 
equipment, Christianity is not a way 
of escape; it is a way through. Thank 
God in this hour for the blessed bap- 
tism in the Holy Ghost and fire. God 
knew what He was doing when He 
poured out His Spirit in this day and 
time, and it is a privilege to be alive 
in this hour. 

Let us welcome the check to our 
worldly,» carnal ambition. “Seekest 
thou great things for thyself? see them 
not: For, behold, I will bring evil up- 
on all flesh.” We live in uncertain 
times. Though we might have great 
worldly ambitions, it is questionable 
whether we would be permitted to 
see them come to pass. A man is fool- 
ish to dedicate his life and talent to 
any cause but Christ, in these days. 
Don’t seek great things for yourself 
in this world. This world has the judg- 
ment of God pronounced upon it, The 
Word has gone forth from the Al- 
mighty and this civilization is doom- 
ed. I see no hope for the world apart 
from the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. If you’re planning to get a big 
career in it, youre a fool. I don’t want 
the highest office you can give me on 
a sinking ship! 

As I close my meditation I am 
thinking of two of Baruch’s contemp- 
oraries, They had to live in the same 
period of time as he, and God gave 
them their lives for a prey. One was 
Daniel and the other was Esther, and 
how nobly they arose to the challenge 
of the dangerous hour in which they 
lived. Daniel was promoted to be the 
first official in the state, and yet, 
when the challenge came to his con- 
science, he kept himself clean though 
it meant going to the den of lions. 
Thank God for men like Daniel. “Thy 
life will I give unto thee for a prey,” 
the Lord says. And they answer, “Yes, 
Lord, if I’m called to lay it down for 
Thee, I will do so at any hour. [ll go 
into the lion’s den for Thee. My life 


is only given me for a spoil, anyway. 
Take it if You want it.” ie Cad ene 
it back to him. ; 

And doesn’t it thrill your soul as 
you remember that brave girl, Esther? 
As the great opportunity of her life 
came to her, she remembered that 
her life was given her for a prey, and 
she said those memorable words, “if 
I perish, I perish.” Mordecai said, 
“Who knoweth, Esther, whether thou 
are come to the kingdom for such a 
time as this?” And she replied, “Yes, 
I know it; and if I perish, I perish, but 
I'm going to do the will of God.” 

I leave the Word of God with you: 
“Seekest thou great things for thy- 
self? seek them not: For, behold I 
will bring evil upon all flesh, saith 
the Lord: But thy life will I give un- 
ey thee for a prey.”

It sets a 
ad example to others and it com- 
romises his position as a seperated 
eliever. God's call to His people is 
Iways one of separation from the 
yvorld and the things of the world. 
Auch more could be said on this sub- 
sct but space does not permit. The 
postle John said, “Love not the 
yorld, neither the things that are in 
he world. If any man love the world, 
he love of the Father is not in him.”

, Where do we draw the line as far as 
hristian principles and customs are con- 
erned? 


\. Our first and final court of ap- 
eal must be the Word of God. We 
liscover God’s will for our lives as 
evealed in His Word. In many cases 
here are explicit “Thus saith the 
rd” passages which deal with pre- 
ise subjects. In other cases where 
ere is no definite statement regard- 
ng a given subject, we must look for 
vine principles. We must learn to 
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discriminate between the scruples of 
man and the Word of God. Having 
said this, we must realize that we are 
social beings and our actions must be 
somewhat governed by our circum- 
stances and the environment of which 
we find ourselves a part. This means 
that we must always consider the 
conscience of others, particularly the 
weak brother for whom Christ died. 
It also means that we must conduct 
ourselves in such a way as to contrib- 
ute to the unity of the body of Christ, 
of which we are a part. It is well to 
remember that we are products of 
our teaching or lack of teaching. This 
necessitates a spirit of patience on 
our part with those who do not al- 
ways see eye to eye with us on min- 
ute matters, We believe that life it- 
self is a constant adjustment to the 
light of God as revealed by His Word 
and His Spirit to our hearts. There- 
fore, there are certain adjustments 
which we must make in our every-day 
living, but care must be exercised 
lest adjustment is tantamount to com- 
promise. May God help us to know 
the difference between the two.

Q. In Matt. 12:36,37, we are admonish- 
ed against idle words. Are we as christ- 
ian young people guilty of this? How? 
A. Guilt on this point cannot be limit- 
ed to young people. We believe that 
“idle” words refer to words of no pro- 
fit. Paul, in Eph. 5:4 warns against 
“foolish talking or jesting which are 
not convenient.” The Revised Stand- 
ard version translates this, “silly talk 
nor levity which are not fitting.” Mof- 
fat translates this passage, “nor in- 
decent, silly or scurrilous talk, — all 
that is improper.” Each of these ver- 
sions unites in saying, that rather than 
engaging in such frivolous, silly or 
improper words, there shall be a 
voicing of ones’ thanks to God.
